B A C K IN T H E D A Y S of the Great Society, one could 
almost hear the howls of anguish from the W hite House at 
budget time. 


The script used to go like this. 
Act One: L B f see* rising cost*. Sees no way to keep bud­ 
get under ^ 150 billion (we're using an arbitrary figure). 


Act Two: President slicing budget. Howls from depart­ 
ment heads. 


Act Three: President brings in £155 billion budget. 
Saves taxpayers, oodles. Hail to the chief! 


Meanwhile, back in Kingston, Mayor Francis R. Koenig 
has begun to unveil his 1971 budget. At this point, it is 
curiously incomplete. One gets the impression that Koenig 
has six weeks to draw up the final figures. In fact, he has 
only about ten days. He'll probablv hold his public hearing 
on the 28th or 29th at city hall. And that requires a com­ 
plete budget. 


W H A T W ’E H A V E now closelv resembles Act One of 
the L B J Budget Story. W e are at the “ mounting costs, can’t 
do anything about it" stage. 


It is all verv frightening. Initial reports indicate an in­ 
crease in spending of about $625,000 which means an in­ 
crease in spending on the part of the taxpayer of about 
£15 per thousand. 


First of all, let’s look at those “ requests for increases." 
They are only that, “ requests," 
and 
judging from 
the 
mayor’s statements, preliminary ones at that. 


K O E N IG H A S indicated (there’s that word again) that 
he hasn't had much of a chance to really review those re­ 
quests but when he does he’ll be using a sharp pencil to get 
down to the “ nitty-gritty." Ergo, those “ requests" will be 
cut considerably. 


And one shouldn't feel sorrv for the department heads 
who made the initial requests which we're now reading 
about. Our citv department heads are a wilev bunch. They 
know that anything they ask for as openers will be chopped 
down. Solution? Ask for more than you need. Some people 
call it collective bargaining. 


RE A L IS T IC A L L Y , though, we can probably expect an 
increase in citv spending in the neighborhood of about half 
a million dollars based on last year's increase $425,000 plus 
about 10 per cent, thanks to our old buddv, inflation. The 
city isn’t immune, it can’t provide next year’s services at 
last year’s prices. 


So following the L B J script, we can expect cuts and 
howls from department heads, though maybe not too much 
of the latter. City officials in the Koenig Administration 
haven’t been overly talkative. They weren’t that vocal in 
the Raymond W . Garraghan administration, either. W;e 
remember a memo once passed around by the immediate 
past mayor to his department heads to the effect that no 
one talked to the press unless thev talked to Hizzoner first. 
The mayor, however, filled the void. 


The flip side of the fiscal record, is of course, revenues, 
and that is an area where the mayor can exhibit genuine 
alarm. From what we’ve seen, if Rocky doesn’t come 
through, we’re through. 


Right now the city raises only about 45 per cent of its 
own revenues. The rest comes from the state and federal 
governments. O r as Orrie Riehl, citv treasurer, has put it 
more than once, “ If the state doesn’t get it, we don’t get 
it." 


Koenig is looking for about half a million (there’s that 
figure again) in new revenue from the state. 


If he doesn’t get it, he may have to blame Rocky for 
the budget gap. After all, John Lindsav has made a career 
of it. The Rock, of course, has been hitting up the federal 
government for another billion. If he can’t make ends meet, 
he'll blame Nixon. Poor Richard. 


RE V E N U E S , of course, will decide what the new tax 
rate will be, not expenditures. Expenditures are controlable 
to a degree. Revenue* aren’t except by increasing taxes. 
Sometime next week the mayor will confront his depart­ 
ment heads and get down to the nitty-gritty. 


That script will go something like this: “ If you think 
I ’m going to raise taxes by $15 a thousand, you’re out of 
your collective skulls. W e have this much to spend and 
that’s what we’re going to spend. Period.” 


O r from another angle: If the mayor intends to run for 
reelection in 1971, he'd better get that tax rate down. Not 
to mention the Common Council, several members of which 
are less than automatic for reelection next time around. 


W e ’U guess that all the pre-budget publicity will add 
up to either a slight tax increase or a slight drop. But noth­ 
ing drastic. 


Now this is not to sav that Mayor Koenig is pulling an 
L B J with his budget. Koenig has never impressed us as a 
flim-flam artist. . . . But the script sure sounds familiar.

Ah, but we didn’t purchase it, Chief Reed. Chief Brett 
doesn’t purchase equipment that doesn’t work.

Humphrey 
of 
Minnesota 
is 
a n o t he r . Senator George 
McGovern of South 
Dak ota 
also is mentioned. The name 
of Senator Edward Kennedy 
of 
Massachusetts comes up 
again and again. 
All this mak es interesting 
conjecture, but basically the 
D e m o c r a t i c party hasn’t 
begun to solidify itself and 
coordinate its many factional 
parts so that it may present 
a 
united 
front 
in 
national 
election. If the election were 
held today. Senator Humphrey 
would really have the best 
chance, because he has been 
a vice president and has had 
more experience in public life 


than any of the others named. 
The- real problem for the 
Democrats now is to find the 
man who can convince the 
country that he can tak e over 
the 
huge 
projects 
of 
the 
Executive 
Branch 
of 
the 
government 
and 
deal 
with 
them 
effectively. 
President 
Nixon is struggling with a 
large 
number of new 
and 
challenging subjects, such as 
those 
involved 
in a 
closer 
work ing relationship be;ween 
the federal government and 
♦ he 
states. 
especially 
in 
revenue sharing. Mr. Nixon 
ha s 
an 
opportunity 
to 
d e m o n s t r a t e how these 
enormous 
problems can 
be 
tack led 
efficiently 
and 
to 
mak e an impression on the 
public. 
Political parties and their 
platforms are not going to be 
a matter of mere rhetoric in 
the next campaign. There are 
so many points of contact 
between the people and the 
government 
that 
the 
party 
which shows its ability to deal 
with the growing issues of the 
economic and social life of the 
country 
stands 
a 
better 
chance to win than does the 
party offering a 
glamorous 
candidate 
with 
a 
gift 
of 
oratory. 
The country^ at the moment 
is in the midst of a recession. 
The effort to curb inflation 
has 
been 
impaired 
by 
the 
increases 
in 
wages 
and 
consequent 
rises 
in 
prices. 
The 
unemployment 
figures 
are rising, and this means a 
gloomy outlook for the party 
in power. For whenever times 
are had, the incumbent party 
suffers, no matter how- con­ 
scientious 
its 
efforts 
may 


have been. But not until the 
middle of 1971 will it become 
clear whether inflation 
has 
been conquered and stability 
restored. 
There is no reason why the 
D e m o c r a t s shouldn’t be 
talk ing about candidates and 
trying to build up strength for 
individuals who are possible 
nominees. But the Democratic 
party would mak e far more 
p r o g r e s s throughout the 
country if the many rebellious 
elements in it were recon­ 
ciled. and party tick ets — 
locally and 
nationally- were 
moving more along moderate 
lines. 
Otherwise, 
it 
seems 
certain 
that

third party

the Democratic garty would 
again suffer heavy losses and 
the chances for a Republican 
to win with a minority vote 
would increase. 
President Nixon’s popularity 
fluctuates, due to the flow of 
unfavorable or favorable news 
of the economic situation. But 
if there is a turn for the 
better on the economic side.

beneficiary. The Republicans 
as well as the Democrats, 
however, need to harmonize 
their internal situations, and 
plenty of attention in 1971 and 
1972 should be concentrated 
on 
reorganization

The truth is that there is 
little to he gained 
by the 
Democrats in talk ing about 
presidential candidates at this 
time, and their chances would

Already the pinch on family

Canton, a hit more than 30 
whites stayed when the court 
decree took effect.

Because tuition, coming on 
top of taxes, bites hard into 
many white family budgets, 
Mississippi

Under the Impack Aid and 
other federal programs. $66 
million was supposed to have 
been used last year solely for 
the benefit of 177,463 school- 
age Indian youngsters. The

misuse” of the funds.

million 
should have been set aside for 
free school lunches for In­ 
dians. 
But the 
funds were 
often 
diverted, 
leaving 
the 
Indian children with empty 
stomachs. 
"Navajo parents have been 
k nown to sell their sheep and 
pawn their jewelry in order 
to pay 
the lunch 
bill sent 
horqe by school authorities,” 
charges the report. 
Transportation 
funds 
for 
Indians similarly seemed to 
v a n i s h. 
” In McLaughlin. 
S.D.,” the report alleges. *‘a 
crippled Indian boy had to 
walk on his crutches three 
miles to get the school bus.

All 
Federal taxpayers, wherever 
we live and however hard- 
pressed, pay tha* half. 
It is freely admitted and

totally out of hand. The only 
thing that saves it at all is 
the marvelous refusal of a 
surprising number of people 
to tak i advantage of it. 
Millions still cling to the 
essentials of America — the 
virtues of self reliance, per

If this were more 
widely realized we would have

In New York City 
alone there are about 280.000

H arps are gettin g more d own to earth ev ery d ay , an d the 
n ext girl 
y ou call a harpy might really he on e, although 
she’d prohahly prefer y ou call her a harpist. She might ev en 
harp on the subject a little. 
H arps, on ce limited to con cert halls an d M arx Brothers’ 
mov ies (H arp o, hy the way , was a v ery ad ept harpist, an d 
his stepson is n ow a classical play er) are n ow showin g up 
ev ery where from acid -rock groups to coun try music han d s. 
G roups lookin g for a left-field soun d to heat the jad ed ear­ 
d rums of the public are replacin g their sttar.s with harps. 
H arps are n ot on ly n ew, they are also v ery old — the old ­ 
est strin ged in strumen t, in fact. T he earliest harps were 
play ed hy an cien t Egy ptian s, an d were merely a how (as in 
bow an d arrow) strun g with sev eral strin gs. An cien t Celts, 
who brought the harp from the Mid d le East to Europe, ad ­ 
d ed the fron t pillar to giv e the strin gs greater ten sion . 
Sin ce the harp is such an early musical con cept, almost 
ev ery part of the world has its own v ersion of the in stru­ 
men t. There are harps in Chin a, Australia, Mexico, an d 
W ales. In ad d ition , the harp has been tin * basis for sev eral 


other related in strumen ts, such as the autoharp, zither, 
harpsicord , an d pian o. (T he curv e in the sid e of a gran d 
pian o still resembles that of a harp.) The greatest d iffer­ 
en ce betwen harps an d the small harp-like in strumen ts like 
the autoharp an d zither is that the soun d in g board of a harp 
is at right an gles to the strin gs, while the strin gs of the 
others are stretched ov er the soun d in g board , parallel to it. 
As early as the mid -1960’s, the baroque in fluen ce on hit 
son gs brought the autoharp an d zither n ew popularity . Sev ­ 
eral groups, such as the Lov in ’ Spoon ful used them. There 
were electrified v ersion s d ev eloped , an d they were play ed 
wid ely hv folk sin gers. Some musician s traced the history of 
these in strumen ts back to the origin al harp. 
This is a rev ersal of the tren d two cen turies ago, when 
harps lost fav or after the d ev elopmen t of the autoharp, 
harpsicord , an d (ev en tually ) the pian o. O n e reason for the 
harp ’s loss of popularity was the d ifficulty of tun in g it. A n y ­ 
on e who has tun ed the six (or sometimes, 12) strin gs of a 
guitar to a d ifferen t key can appreciate the problems en ­ 
coun tered while tun in g an in strumen t with n early 50 strin gs, 
sometimes in three “ lay ers.” 
D urin g the eighteen th an d n in eteen th cen turies sev eral 
sy stems were d ev eloped for makin g the chan gin g of key a 
more simple matter. T he most n oted of these was that of 
Sebastian Erard , who, in 1810, d ev eloped the d ouble-action 


ped al that mad e possible the huge ped al harp seen most 
common ly tod ay . 
It is the largest an d most complicated harp, usually 
aroun d 46-strin gs. T he troubad our harp is somewhat smaller 
an d has n o ped als, although tun in g is somewhat simplified 
by a sy stem of lev ers. A Mexican harp, about the size of the 
troubad our harp, lacks these lev ers. The W elsh harp is a 
small lap-harp often hav in g three rows of strin gs: the Irish 
harp, also a small lap-harp, is n oted for its gracefully curv - 
in g pillar. 
All of these harps are in clud ed in the n ew harp happen ­ 
in g. Locally , in W ood stock, Ev e O tto an d her troubad our 
harp are popular coffeehouse en tertain men t, featurin g m u­ 
sic ran gin g from coun try an d western through mid d le-of- 
the-road . Ev e n ot on ly plav s her harp solo, hut also as part 
of impromptu groups. There hav e been sev eral con certs in 
the area hy classical harp plav ers who hav e ad apted their 
skill on the large ped al harp play ers who hav e ad apted their 
W'hile the harp is bulky , an d classical train in g is d ifficult, it 
is v ery ad aptable to experimen tation hy those with musical 
kn owled ge an d an in terest in explorin g the out-of-the-ord i- 
n ary . 
Perhaps that’s why so man y musician s are harpin g on 
the ban d wagon . In the search tod ay for n ew soun d s to 
ad apt— it just had to happen .

All 
this 
week 
they 
have 
been 
putting 
wood 
in 
our 
cellar and piling it neatly for 
the fireplace. We now have 
several courses of logs and 
split logs, more or less the 
same 
length 
but 
different 
sizes ready for the fire each 
evening when we sit down 
after dinner. 
Most of the wood is elm. 
the sad trees killed by the 
blight, 
hut 
some 
of 
it 
is 
maple, We put a fat maple 
chunk in the 
fireplace two 
nights ago and it is still there, 
ready to be a backlog for 
tonight's fire. This new wood 
reminds me of our first winter 
in the country, many years 
ago. We had a wood burning 
furnace then and the cellar 
was full to the last cubic foot. 
We filled up the furnace in 
the 
morning 
and 
several 
times during the day. It made 
wonderful 
heat 
from 
about 
waist level up; your feet were 
cold but you could wear wool 
socks, couldn’t you? Or put 
your feet on a chair. 
Wood in the cellar to burn 
each evening. The young folks 
who want to go back to the 
simple life ought to like it. 
But they should he reminded 
of several things. The dead 
elms have to he cut down. 
Do it with an axe if you like 
but a power saw is better. 
When the tree is down the 
power saw 
is definitely an 
advantage in cutting it up. So 
you need a power saw. Also 
you can tote the logs, once 
c u t 
and 
split. 
in 
a 
wheelbarrow or on your back 
but an old second hand truck 
(that’s what we have) is a 
lot handier. You’ll need two 
men to work the crosscut saw. 
Sure, 
it 
used 
to 
be 
done 
without 
benefit of 
gasoline, 
although still with two men. 


but labor costs are high these 
days. Even with your power 
saw and your own trees, your 
wood costs something. 
In short, the simple life is 
not 
as simple as it looks. 
When 
our 
house 
was 
first 
b u i l t , 
some 
175 
years 
a g o . w o o d 
was 
certainly 
needed and cut without power 
tools. But tools there were. 
The 
axe. 
the 
hatchet, 
the 
wedges, the sled, certainly the 
crosscut, even the team and 
the oxen all were -there. Not 
only that but there was 
a 
sizeable family to help which 
got larger as time went on. 
Until 
after a 
while it 
got 
smaller and there were just 
two old men who had a chunk 
stove instead of a fireplace 
and a neighbor boy helped to 
cut the wood. 
It is not impossible to get 
along 
without 
gasoline 
or 
electric power. It was done 
for thousands of years. But 
the car. the Hi Fi. the lights 
that turn on with a switch, 
we are used 
to them. 
We 
could go back to the horse 


and kerosene lamps — though 
kerosene is hard to find now 
— candles, then: 
we could 
play the piano or the guitar 
without 
an 
electric 
at­ 
tachment. But whatever tools 
we gave up, we couldn’t live 
without labor, a great deal 
of labor. I wonder sometimes 
if the young people who long 
for the simple life, who want 
to 
r e n o u n c e 
modern 
technology and return to a 
non mechanical 
age 
realize 
just how much labor would 
be needed. 
Perhaps they are learning. 
Some young friends of ours 
have 
set 
up 
a 
commune, 
s e v e r a l 
families 
living 
together 
in 
the 
country. 
I 
believe they have electricity; 
I ’m sure they have cars; I 
know they couldn't manage' 
without 
mechanical 
music. 
This is the simple life? 
It 
would 
have 
amazed 
the 
family in our house 175 years 
ago. But it may be a step 
f o r w a r d : 
or 
backward, 
depending on your point of 
view.
